Your school board again submit their annual report for 
your consideration. 

We have maintained the usual thirty weeks of school in 
each of the three schools with results varying from good to 
indifferent. 

The primary school was taught by Miss Sara E. Phelps 
with results very gratifying to us, and we think worthy of your 
approval, which, judging from the friendly relations which 
seemed to exist between teacher, pupils and parents, was given. 
thus making possible the pleasing results which are impossible 
under the reverse conditions. Accept our thanks for your co- 
operation, which helped to make this school one of which we 
all have reason to be proud. 

The grammar school was taught by Miss Lucy E. Benway. 
As in the past, this is a hard school in which to obtain good 
results, owing we feel, largely to the failure of the parents to 
render the teacher that assistance which is ever necessary if 
best results are to be obtained. This school has not and can- 
not be a success until the pupils learn to appreciate the advan- 
tages offered them, and the parents insist upon their improv- 
ing them.
